Few Recollections of 
In Years Gone By. 



Deab Louis: - 

I drop you a line or 
two by way of remembrance. I want 
to jot uown a few items that I suppose 
the most of your old citizens of Lan- 
caster are familiar with In 1801 the 
late civil war between the North and 
South was inaugurated, the govern- 
ment establishing a recruiting and 
training camp on the farm of Kichard 
Kobinson, in Garrard county, in charge 
of Gen. Nelson and known as Camp 
Dick Robinson. This place was occu- 
pied until some time in 1862, when the 
recruits were sent to the front. Then 
Camp Nelson was organized and locat- 
ed in Jessamine county, just across 
the Kentucky river, near the briige. 
-.hese camps and the preparations for 
war created quite an excitement in 
my of the leading citizens. Men of 
eminence had different opinions in 
regard to the cause and justification of 
.he Southern states rebelling against 
the government, and especially was 
this the case with some who were most 
Active and out-spoken in denouncing 
-he rebellion. These men were the 
stay-at-home kind who with all their 
expression of patriotism and love of 
country failed to offer their services 
to the government to help put the re- 
oellion down, whilst many others from 
a sense of patriotic duty enlisted under 
he federal banner, and served their 
country until the close of the war. 
Clayton Anderson, a wealthy farmer 
lved near Lancaster and in 1861 was 
landling a lot of mules that he bad 
>een feeding for the Southern market 
I think he had sent them down to Ten- 
nessee for sale but found it necessary 
to give them his personal attention, 
ind applied for, and got a permit from 
the officer in command of the Ken- 
ucky department of war, to make the 
trip. H#) was a 



spoken in his convictions, and not as 
pruUeut at all t.ui.s as he should have 
oeeu 0,1 his return home Mr. It. I). 
Lu->k acting as attorney as he said for 
the government wrote a warrant for 
Anuervju's arrest caar^ing linn with 
disloyalty in aiding and aoettuig the 
southern rebellion and brought it to 
me lor my signature as Couuty Judge. 
1 signed it and Anderson was brought 
beiore me as a court of enquiry. I 
fcaiuk we «e:e about two days getting 
through with the investigation, Mr. 
Lusk making a long speech at the 
ciose of the testimony. I gave the 
tase as I th >ught careful attention 
Tne evidence snowed no overt act 
upon the part of Anderson that 1 
thought would justify a court in hold- 
ing him in bonds, so I dismissed the 
case and a ljourned court, and as An- 
derson was going out of the court- 
house Judge Q >m 1 Lusk spoke to An- 
derson and told him that he was a 
rebel, and that he had better get out 
o: that community, Lusk used very 
rough language which so alarmed An- 
derson that he tailed on me to give 
him a body guard to send him home. 
I appointed the guard who saw him 
safe at home. Anderson was so 
al .rmed at the throats mado against 
niin thut he left his home tiiat nigut 
for the southern army. At tue sain.: 
time Mr. Lusk had a similar warrant 
issue.i against J. T. Mc<Juerry wlio 
was theu uader guard and his trial 
was to come off the next Monday. At 
9 o .clock of that morning 1 took my 
boons and wruing material and start- 
ed to the courthouse, and just before 
I entered the door 1 saw Oen. W. J. 
Landram coming toward me. lie said 
ne wanted to talit with me a* my 
friend, and re erring to the trial and 
release of Anderson he said that he 
ha 1 heard a great deal said about it 
and as 1 now had to try McQ lerry if 
I did not hold him in bonds, lie feared 
that I would have trouble. 1 unde:- 
stood from tnis that 1 would likely bi 
mobbed. I now very well recollect 
the impression this made upon tne at 
tbe time. 1 of course was excited and 
looking the General iu the eye 1 said 
to him If it is my duty to tryMcQ i rry 
I will do so to the best of my judgment 
and if 1 think the law and evidm e 
will justify in ho. ding him in bonds I 
will so decide. Hut if I think the 
charges are not sustained according to 
law. then 1 will dismiss the prosecu- 
tion at the risk of my li'e. And n w 
Gen. Landram I want you to say to 
those who have been making tueir 
threats, that I set them at detiance and 
if at any time in future 1 should be- 
come so trammeled with fear that I can 
not decide a case as my judgment 
might dictate, then 1 will have aural 
courage to resign my office and let 
some man be appointed iu my siead. 
I then mad ■ tne request of Gen. Lin- 
dram that he take uown the testimony 
for me, that he saw the situation I was 
placed in, that it was important lqr 
me that the evidence should be re- 
duced to writing by someone rather 
than myself. He attirstdeclined. 1 told 
him I could not let him off and as 
Iriend I requested it at his hand, as h 
was ready with the pen and his report 
of the testimony would be ab jve sus- 
picion. He then gave his consent, an 
we at once commenced the examiua 
tion but did not ga through with the 
evidence that day. We continued the 
next day, and It p. Lusk c immenced 
his speech some time after dinner but 
did not get through in time for supper. 
The case had attracted a good deal of 
interest and after supper the court- 
house was well filled and a good m my 
ladies were present Mr. Lnsk resum- 
ed his speech and spoke until about 10 
o'clock making a very strong arraign- 
ment of the officers of the law for fail- 
ing to do their duty and that the time 
had come when the law abiding citi- 
zens would take justice in their own 
hands, that rebels against the govern- 
ment could not go longer unpunished 
I heard Mr. Lusk patiently and after 
he was through, I reviewed the testi- 
mony and decided that there was noth- 
ing it that would justify holding Mc- 
Querry in bonds and dismissed the 
case. There was then quite a commo- 
tion in the house that rather alarmed 
me. That, I afterwards learned, was 
complimentary to my decision. On 
the next morning I met Mr. Lusk and 
spoke to h'm as usual and he did not 
recognize me further than to give me 
a look of scorn He was then occupy- 
ing part of my office but he of course 
moved out at once from that time did 
not speak only in court on business 
1 then treated him with as much res- 
pect as an v other member of* the bar. 
In the fall of 1864 I was standing in 
the door of my shop and saw Mr. Lusk 
coming toward me on the side walk 
and just before he reached me he spoke 
calling me by name, and said "I want 
to speak to you." I answered by say- 
ing "All right.' r He then remarked. 
"I have said a great many things abott 
you during this war that I am now 
sorry for. Your course I find was 
risrht, while mine was wrong 1 and I 
now want to ask your pardon." I ex» 
tended him my hand and told him 
that his apology was entirely satisfi c- 
tory, and that I hoped our associations 
in future would again be as pleasant 
and agreeable as in former yeara We 
were good friends after this.

Rut 
who can tell the chemistry of that mix- 
ture of sweetness, part of it the very 
life of the bee and part of it the Ufa of 
the fields? 

Rlenty of this luscious product was 
hanging in the woods of Rethaven dur- 
ing the time of Saul and Jonathan. 
Their army was in pursuit of an en- 
emy that by QeUTa cemimand must be 
exterminated. The soldiery were pos- 
itively forbidden to stop to eat any- 
thing until the work was done. 

If they disobeyed they were accursed. 
Coining through the woods they found 
a place where the bees had been busy 
—a great hemey manufactory, Hemey 
gathcre'd in the hollow of the trees un- 
til it hael overflowed upon the ground 
in great profusion and sweetness. All 
the army obeyed orders aud touched it 
not save Jonathan, and he. not know- 
ing the military order about absti- 
neuec, dipped the end of a stick he had 
in his hand into the candied liquid, 
and as yellow and tempting it glowed 
on the cud of the stick he put it to his 
mouth and ate the honey. Judgment 
fell upon him, and but for special in- 
tervention he would have been slain. 
In my text Jonathan announces his 
awful mistake: "I did but taste a little 
honey with the end of the rod that was 
in my hand, and lo!

what multitudes of people in all ages 
have been damaged by forbidden hon- 
ey, by which I mean temptation, de- 
licious and attractive, but damaging 
and destructive! 

Corrupt literature, fascinating but 
deathful, comes in this category. 
Where one good, honest, healthful 
book is read now, there is a hundred 
made up of rhetorical trash consumed 
with avidity. When the boys on the 
come through with a pile of publi- 
look over the titles and notice 
that nine out of ten books are injuri- 
ous. All the way from here to Chicago 
or New Orleans notice that objection- 
able books dominate. Taste for pure 
literature is poisoned by this scum of 
the publishing house. Every btxik in 
which sin triumphs over virtue, or 
in which a glamour is thrown over 
dissipation, or which leaves you 
at its last line with less respect 
for the marriage institution and less 
abhorrence for the paramour, is a de- 
pression of your own moral character. 
The book bindery may bo attractive, 
and the plot dramatic and startling, 
and the style of writing sweet as the 
honey that Jonathan took up with his 
rod, but your best interests forbid it, 
your moral safety forbids it, your Cod 
forbids it, and one tase may lead to 
such bad results that you may have to 
say at the close of the experiment, or at 
the close of a misimproved lifetime: "I 
did but taste a little honey with the 
rod that was in my hand, and, lo, 1 
must die." 

Corrupt literature is doing more to- 
day for the disruption of domestic life 
than any other cause. Elopements, 
marital intrigues, sly correspondence, 
fictitious names given at post office 
windows, clandestine meetings at 
parks, and at ferry gates, anel in hotel 
parlors, and conjugal perjuries are 
among the ruinous results. When a 
woman, young or old, gets her head 
thoroughly stuffed with the modern 
novel she is in appalling periL 
But some one will say: "The 
heroes are so adroitly knavish, and the 
heroines so bewitchingly untrue, and 
the turn of the story so exquisite, and 
all the characters so enrapturing, I 
can not quit them." My brother, my 
sister, you can find styles of literature 
just as charming that will elevate, and 
purify, and enoble, and Christianize 
while they please. The devil don't own 
all the honey. There is a wealth of 
good books coming forth from our 
that leave no excuse 
the choice of that which is de-
